sity of Nebraska agricultural college, who died a few 
days ngo of infirmities Incident to old ape. What an 
honored career had Knty Gorlien. In her life-time she 
produced fourteen calves, and 173.004 pounds of milk or 
a total of S6M; tons, and 5,605 pounds of butterfat or 
7.006 pounds of butter. At the time of her death she 
weighed MOO pounds, ^o th»t she had produced 12« 
times her own weight in milk and fhe times her weight 
in butter. 
When a three-year-uld. Knty Oerben held 


the world's record for production at that age, with 1S.- 
573.^ pounds of milk. 6-0.-11 pounds or 
bmtcrfat.

773.55 pounds of butter. 


Kttty (.ierbcn occupied a very definite place on the 


campus ot the agricultural college of the University of 
Nebraska. She will be greatly missed.
